The wagering eentered finally on the winner, 
wliieli closed at !t to 10 after being on etpial terms 
with the entry at evens and 11 to 10 during the 
first fifteen minutes of tlie lietting.

Presiding steward E. C. IRippcr, when 
asked aliont the matter, replied that he hadd nolli- 
Ing to sa.v. From linollicial source come.s the ttlle- 
gatloii that liookiyaker Prepton’s name was crossi-il 
out on t.ala.v’s list of ring operators. Tills is in 
effect to say he was deliarn-d from making Issik 
liere. Cliarles Bowman, anotlier fKM>kmaker. claims 
to have licen double-crossed by Mi>s<> Ooldldatt on 
the ocasioii of Keep Moving’s first ajipoarance on 
the local track. 

0<ddhlatt Is alleged to have urged Bowman to 
wager heavily on his filly in the Oaks Preliminary, 
in which she was badly beaten. Bowman, It Is said, 
<ent an agent of his to investigate Into Keep Mov- 
ing’s bad race, who reported that she ran in lieavy 
slmes. Bowman retaliated by bidding up and buying 
Belmere out of a selling race February 3. Imine- 
iliately after Bowman says he was approacbed by 
Preston, on behalf of Goldblatt, and urged to return 
the horse for the price he had paid for him, promis- 
ing substantial returns in the shape of liooklng 
privileges and laying against Belmere. which would 
be beaten in his very next start. Bowman says he 
refused to entertain the proposition and put t’ue 
whole thing up to the stewards.

ALBANY’S LEGISLATORS IN A GUANDARY. 



Doubt if Direct Appropriations for Fairs Is Consti- 
tutional May Save Percy-Gray Law. 



Now York, Fehrnary 8. — The more the legislators 
at -\lbany consider the anti-racing bills, the less 
reason do they see for passing tliem and thus dis- 
turbing the present working of the Percy-Gray law 
through which the agricultural assm-iations throngh- 
ont the state get an annual appropriation. This 
appropriation is the sticking point of the whole 
liroposltlon, for the L-gislators cannot help seeing 
that there Is little likelihood of a coiuluiiaiice of 
this appropriation for their constituents by direct 
tax from any other source but the Percy-Gray law 
tax. 

Tlie proldem which now confronts them is Hiat 
if the Pcrcy-Gra.v law is rei«-aled and the state i.i 
deprived of Hie more than $2 (.m), 000 of revenu - 
aiinuulb' derived from that law, any money voted 
to aid tlie agricultural sticieties would come out 
of the general fund rais«-d by taxation and the 
coustitiitioiial tpiestion woujd certainly be raised 
liy some New York City tax payers. 

In view of tbe situation growing np in tbe legis- 
lature the momliers who, for one reason or another, 
Jo not want to deprive tbe agricultural societies 
of tbe aid they liave been receiving from the state 
yearly since the enactment of the Percy-6ray law, 
■tre inclined to let existing conditions alone, for fear 
the change proposed by the Agnew-IIart bill would 
■ompletely cut off from agricultural interests the 
help they have been receiving. 

A prominent lawyer said; “I do not want to 
Jlscus.s the oonstitutional feature of the case at 
:his time. The const I tilt ion prohibits class legis- 
lation aud It is possible that should a test of an 
.tct making appropriation for tlie benefit of the agri- 
i-iiltural societies he made, the courts might declare 
it imciiustitutional. 

“Such a decision, Itowcver. would not affect the 
constittitiouality of the I’erey-Gray law. In other 
words, a lest suit under existing conditions might 
leprive some of the agrii-ultural societies of the 
.ippropriations they have lieen receiving since the 
-nactnient of the Percy-Gray law without touching 
the statute, b.s-ause the law says nothing about 
wliat disposition shall be made of Hie revenue it 
produces.” 

It is a certainty that ibis side of the fight will 
have more to do with the fate of the anti-racing 
bills than all Hie hysterical reform bureau clatter. 
There Is no pnlilic sentiment here against racing 
except that manufactured by the poolrooms and 
fanatics and certain paiiers that are enemies of 
those at the head of racing. The eliances now look 
very giaxl that the liills will lie iK-ateu in the codes 
committee, whlcb takes them up ou February 19.
